ONE CAREER— DEWEY . ' 
Let us look at the career bf one 
creative scholar and see, concretely 
what distinguished him from the 
general run of academij . scholars. 
John.Oewey. was a potent Influence 
on his iirae.'Ribre by ,0irtue.'Ot his 
contribution, to i^hilpsophyiflpglcH 
and education than.by direct parti 
cipation in public affairs! His work 
was his life.~Biit though he devoted 
most of his time to study and teach- 
ing and the writing. ot a formidable 
listot books, he frequently emerged 
from his study to lend his support 
to 'worthy movements and causés. 
The world was his laboratory, sup- 
plying him -with . the , material of 
thought, the staple ' food ' of philo- 
sophy; it also furnished ^lESj^ith 
the', touchstone, by which his con- 
clusions .Were > tested. 

Not truth In. genera], but truth 
in particqlar is. the guarantee of the 
validity, of' ideas.. Hence a prag- 
matist like Dewey cannot altogether 
resist; the happenings; of his day. 
He cannot, and does not, 'fall back 
on purely theoretical cbnc^ms. By 
parUclpatipg in the life'of his .time^ 
he gains thé' indispensable méans of 
vitalizing his thinking, giving It 
sinew , and substance. John Dewey 
declared: "I doubt if the force, of 
the idea in the theory of social 
action would have come home to 
me without the experience in social 
and political movements, culminat- 
ing in events associated with my 
membership in the Trotsky Inquiry 
Commission." 
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society will ever be pulled down 
over our heads by conspirators who 
have infiltrated Into the InsUtutioiis 
oi higher learning. But there Is a 
danger; in demanding oaths ot alle- 
giance and signed stateménts . of 
non - Communist affiliation.

In inteipréting tho past, the pro 
f essors are uiidoubtedly making a 
significant contribution.

T^ey should concern 
themselvés not only with keet)lng 
alive the 'culturé'. of ■ the race,' but 
also ^ith enrlchhig' it'arid conform 
big -it to the times.

But there Is no- knowledge that 
constitutes a supersoclal domain bf 
culture supremely valuable in 
itself. Knowledge for what? If pro 
fessors are bent on the quest , of 
discove'ring the ultlmlite nature of 
tlie world and the truth' about hu- 
man nature, there is no reason why 
their knowledge, as acquired, 
should not.be applied lo the crucial 
problems and concerns of mankind. 
Certainly this formulation of the 
role of tho scholar does' not con- 
flict .with Emerson's Insistence, that 
who so would be a man rtiust be a 
nonconformist and that "tioihing is 
at last sacred but thé integrity of 
your own nïind." The scholar, if he 
is. to be free, must live from with- 
in, but not neglecting his binding 
duty as a niember of the- social 
order.
